appropriate arguments; and gird up our souls to 
intercession with the humble and holy resolu- 
tion, ‘1 will not let thee go except thou bless 
me.”

ON CHURCH DISCIPLINE, 


Messrs. Evitors,—I am pleased to find the |

important subject of Church Discipline is receiv- 
| ing some attention in your useful paper. ‘‘A 
Layman,” who has been a member of a church 
2U years, complains that he has never seen a per- 
| son placed in a situation, where he could tully 

comply with the directions of the Saviour in the 

18th of Matthew. 
| KF.” who also has been a member of a church 
| more than 25 years, can see no difficulty in ear- 
rying this precept into effect, more than any oth- 


| 


order and discipline of the church of which he is 
a member. 

But does not this church, also, fail, in a very 
important point, in carrying this precept of our 


ces,’ ‘* W. F.” says, ‘ we endeavor to act agree- 
ably to the precept in ‘Timothy v. 20, ‘Them 
| that sin rebuke belore all,” &c. With regard to 
private offences, we endeavor to act according to 
the Rule laid down in the 18th of Matthew.’ By 
this account of their proceedings, | understand 
that this church, like some others, dispense with 
the private steps when the offence is public. But 
why this exception? The rule is general, and 
contains no exception when the offence is public, 
more than when it is private. ‘The precept, 
“them that sin rebuke before all,” which seems 
to be their guide when the offence is public, sure- 
ly ‘never could have been intended to set aside 
the express direction of the Saviour, requiring 
privale steps. It simply directs that offenders 
should be rebuked before all. Asif the Apostle 
had said, ‘the member who sins publicly, not on- 
ly wounds the cause of God, but brings scandal 
upon the church; therefore receive no private 
satisfaction, but rebuke him before all the church, 
that others may fear; and thereby clear your- 
selves of the scandal, and also of being partakers 
of his sin. ‘Io dispense with the private steps in 
all cases where the offence is public, will nearly, 
if not altogether, amount to setting aside the 
Rule in all cases whatever. For, such is the 
negligence of churches in attending to discipline, 
that cases of offence, which originate in personal 
or private injury, are seldom taken up by the 
churches until they have become a public scan- 
dal. ‘I'he direction is, ‘‘ If thy brother trespass 
| against thee, go,’ ec. ‘The learned tell us, the 
word in the original, translated T'respass, is the 
word used for sinning; it is so translated in the 
21st verse; ‘ How often shall my brother sin a- 
gainst me and I forgive him;” and it isso trans- 
lated in Corinthians; ‘‘ but when ye sin so against 
the brethren and wound their weak consciences, 
ye sin against Christ;” and it isto be observed, 
that by sinning against the brethren, the Apostle 
does not mean any particular personal jury or 
offence. Let the oflence be ever so public, I see 
no good reason why every brother should not 
feel the trespass to be against him, as a mem- 
ber of the Commonwealth of Israel, and be 
ready promptly to take the private steps, to bring 
the offenderto repentance. 

Perhaps the offender neither considers himself 
guilty of unchristian conduct, nor is aware that 
others are offended with him. Let his sin, then, 
he plainly and faithfully laid before him, first by 
a single brother, and if he is not successful, then 
by two or three brethreh. If this course is pur- 
sued with a single eye to the honor of Christ, and

TRACTS IN INDIA, 

A missionary in Cuttack represents India as a 
peculiarly inviting field for the circulation of Re- 
ligious Tracts. Many of the Hindoos, he says, 
in the higher ranks of life, would consider them- 
selves as contaminated by coming in contact with 
an European, but to a book they have no objection. 
We cannot enter their houses or temples, Bul 
Tracts can. A Hindoo is all suspicion and a- 
Jarm while in the presence of Europeans, but he 
will calmly sit down and read their Tracts. We 
cannot expose ourselves tothe sun’s heat to preach 
the Gospel to them, but T'racts will travel every- 
where. They are fond of learning and disputa- 
tion, and this renders them desirous of reading 
our books. 

He also mentions the following anecdotes:— 
About a month ago, as I was preaching in the 
open Bazaar to the Oorgas, and speaking par- 
ticularly of Jesus Christ, three strangers exclain- 
ed, with apparent pleasure, ‘ O, that isthe name; 
that is the name! And this is also the person 
who sent the books.” It was a circumstance so 
rare and so pleasing that such unusual joy shoul.!

Jesus Christ, that I immediately questioned them 
where and how they had heard of him; when the 
reply was, that they had heard about Jesus Christ 
from some books that had been sent to Sumbul-

made of the books I had sent; and they answer- 
ed that they were read, and their contents had be- 
come a subject of interest among their country- 
men, but that they wished for more full and com- 
plete instructions from us. 

As I was sitting in my study, a pleasing native 
youth brought me a letter, written on the tali 
leaf, from an Ooreah Brahmin, a resident of Jeor- 
gopoor. a distance of 20 coss from Cuttack. It 
was to the following effect: “‘A yearsince I re- 
ceived one of your books. I have read it, and I 
approve of it, and have taught it to my own chil- 
dren and to those under my care. But I have 
many children and only this one book; | pray you 
therefore, with my salaam, that you will send me 
five Gospelsand ten Tracts, and let them contain 
mueh about Jesus Christ.” 1 accordingly sent 
several Gospels and ‘Tracts for the Brahmin, ac- 
companied with a letter on the subject of the 
Gospel of Christ. 

From some conversation | had afterwards with 
the bearer ofthe letter to me, it appeared that 
several other books had found their way to the 
village, and had created great inquiry; and ma- 
ny others were desirous of obtaining books and 
further instruction in the new religion. A school 
of Brahmins’ sons learned the Gospel as a part of 
theirdaily work. ‘The instances, though they 
do not prove conversion, do prove that the 
Tracts which are distributed areread; that they 
are understood; that they excite much inquiry 
favorable to Christianity; and that they are in- 
strumental in widely diffusing the knowledge of 
Him who is “the way, the truth, and the life.” 
It appears extremely probable not only that we 
do not hear half the good that is apace this part 
of missionary labor, but that many souls entirely 
unknown to us in this world will at last ap- 
pear at the right hand of the great Judge, in- 
structed, sanctified, and saved,through the instru- 
mentality of a Gospel or a Tract.

CALCUTTA BIBLE SOCIETY. 
Remarkable Instance of Benefit from even imper- 
fect Translations of the Scriptures. 

At the Anniversary of the Caleutta Bible As- 
sociation, held in January of last year, the Ven- 
erable the Arch-deacon, who was in the Chair, 
stated a fact which had recently occurree; and 
which strikingly shews the benefits that may re- 
sult from the circulation of the Word of God, 
even though it be in the form of a translation ex- 
ecuted in a very imperfect manner:— 

About twenty years ago, when I was stationed 
at Chunar, a olive Roman Catholic used to vis- 
it me for religious instruction. ‘There was not 
at that time, any translation of the Scriptures to 
be put into bis hands: I, therefore, selected some 
of the most importast passages of the Bible; aid 
according tothe best of my ability, dictated a 
translation of thein—very imperfect, it is true— 
tothe poor man, who wrote it on a number of 
pieces of loose paper. I soon lost sight of him,

| and heard nothing of him for many years; but 
| have been lately informed, by the Rev. Mr. 
Wilkinson, of Gorruckpore, that, a short time 
ago, he had been called to visit this same man 
when upon his death-bed. On entering into con- 
versation with him, he was surprisea by the ex- 
tent of bis acquaintance with Scriptural Reli- 
gion, and the propriety of the feelings which he 
| expressed in refereace to the solenin situation in 
which he wasthen placed. He asked an explan- 
ation; when the poor man produced the lvose 
ships of weper,oe which he had written my trans- 
lations. On these it appeared that his soul had 
fed through life; and, through them, he died such 
a death that Mr. Wilkinson entertained no doubt 
of his having passed into glory.

Donations, Funds, §c.—Among the donations 
is mentioned one from the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, of 500 Spanish Bibles, 2000 Span- 
ish and 500 Irish New ‘Testaments. Intelligence 
has been received from England, that the late 
lord Crawford has bequeathed thei 400 pounds 
sterling. 

South America.—One hundred Spanish Bibles, 
and 200 Testaments have been sent to Va!parai- 
so, in the hope of their introduction in that quar- 
ter; an experiment, the result of which has not 
yet been communicated, A larger number have 
been consigned to a mercantile house in Vera 
Cruz, to be disposed of there and in Mexico; a 
remittance of $565,72 has been received in return, 

Proceedings to supply the State-—Qur readers 
know that this Society eesolved, on the 17th of 
Sept. 1827, to undertake the supply of the whole 
State of Pennsylvania in three years, by the help 
of other Societies and friends. On the 22d an ad 
dress was adopted. which was scattered through 
the State in every way that could be devised, 
both in English anu German. A Committee was 
appointed to devise plans, provide agents, raise 
funds, procure Bibles, and to ascertain and sup- 
ply the destitute. Oct. 22,a large meeting of 
the citizens of Philadelphia was convened, A 
committee appointed by this meeting collected 
$4,298,70; and several public spirited citizens 
had before subscribed $12,070, of which 10,000 
were given by 10 individuals. Several anony 
mous donations have also been received, and 
some genercus remittances from County Auxili- 
aries. 

The Executive Committee have also extended 
their labors into every part of the tnterior of the 
state, by agents and otherwise, to enlist the good 
and the patriotic in support of the'r enterprise. 
Mr. M’Creary’s mission resulted in procuring a 
resolve by the Presbytery of Huntingdon, to sup- 
ply the counties of Huntingcon, Centre, Clear- 
field and Mifflia;—in the establisbment ofan as- 
sociation at Pittsburg, which has determined to 
aid the Parent Society, to the utmost of their 
power, and to superintend by a friendly corres- 
jondence and co-operation, the supplying of the 
counties of Greene, Alleghany, Washington, Arm- 
strong, Butler, Erie, Indiana, Fayette, Beaver, 
Somerset, Mercer, Venango, Crawford, Jeffer- 
sen, Westmoreland and Warren, and in exciting 
an interest in this cause in several other countics 
through which he passed. 

Encouraged by these suceesses, and also by 
hearty approbation of the Synods of the Luther- 
an and Presbyterian churches, the Committee, 
besides the very large supply furnished from their 
stereotype plates, engaged 10,000 copies of Eng- 
lish Duodecimo Bibles for the Am. 8. S. Union, 
ordered 3050 German Bibles from Europe, and 
contracted for 4000 Bibles to be stereotyped from 
acopy of the Strasburg Bible, to be ready, it is 
hoped, in the month of June. x 

At the present time, a large majority of the 
counties are either actively engaged in, or pledg- 
ed tocommence the work of supplying their own 
destitute at the first favorable opportunity. 

The Bible Societies in the interior, are also 
coming upto the help of the Parent Society, with 
becoming zeal. The Susquehannah Society at 
Milton, have resolved to supply the Counties of 
Lycoming, Culumbia, Union and Northumber- 
land; and have, besides, sent to the treasury a 
donation of $500. ‘The Societies of the following 
Counties, viz: Montgomery, Bucks, Chester, 
Mifflin, Franklin, Northampton, Berks, Lancas- 
ter, Centre, Washington, Erie and Fayette, have 
resolved to supply their own wants. ‘he Com- 
berland Society will, supply the Counties of 
Cumberland and Perry; The Harrisburg Socie- 
ty and Association, Dauphin County; the Mead- 
ville Society, Crawford County; and the Young 
Men’s Bible Society of Wayne County, will at- 
tend to the wants of Wayne. 

Public meetings of the citizens have also been 
held, from time to time, as our readers will re 
member, in the Counties of Huntington, Adams, 
Armstrong, Westmoreland, Bedford, York, Del- 
aware, Cambria, Bradford and ‘Tioga, at which 
vigorous measures have been adopted. 

A Correspondence has been opened with gen- 
tlemen in Gusquehannah, Schuylkill, Luzerne, 
Lehigh, Potier, Clearfield, McKean and Pike 
Counties, from which the best results are hoped 

nd expected. 
‘ The work of supplying the County of Philadel- 
phia will be finished in a short time. The desti- 
tute families in the city (2400) have been suppli- 
ed some time since. 

The number of Bibles appropriated to 27 Coun- 
ties is 12,536; which with the ordrery issues of 
the year amounts to 24,178.—The total amount 
issued by the Society since its organization, is 
186.217.—T be number of Bibles and Testaments 
in English, Spanish, Irish and German, printed 
purchased or gratuitously received since the last 
anniversary, is 27,140. ; 

In the midst, however, of all these exhilarating 
and animating facts and considerations; in view 
of which, Zion may well be called upon to re- 
joice and put on her beautiful garments; it must 
nevertheless be declared, that some emblems of 
mourning, ate not yet unseemly. The discover- 
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ies which have been already made, of the mulla- 
tude of families who sit in darkness and see no 
light, within the timits of the state, are produc- 
tive of a multitude of solemn reflections. How 
many may have passed away into the “ undiscov- 
ered country” from the County of Franklin, in 
which, from 600 to 1000 families are reported to 
be destitute; or from Berks, in which, it is said, 
there are 2000 families without a ‘lamp to their 
feet,” we have no data, by which to determine 
—many thousands, doubtless, while the chureh 
has s!umbered, have “ stumbled and fallen on the 
dark mountains,” to risenomore. The genera- 
tions tocome will be amazed at these things; and 
much more when the historic page shall declare 
(according to the estimates of the Committee, ) 
that more than one fourth of the population of 
Pennsylvania, in the year 1827, were without the 
Holy Scriptures.

AMERICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION, 

The 4th anniversary of this Union was celebrated in the 
Ast Presbyterian church, May 20th. A. Henry, Esq. Pres- 
ident of the Society, in the chair. Rev. Mr. Livingston 
prayed. Acchoir in the gallery, composed principally of 
Children, sang hymns. The Managers’ Report was read 
by Rev. W. T. Brantley, of the Baptist church. Several 
resolutions were proposed and adopted, accompanied by ap- 
propriate addresses, by the Rev Mr. Bedell, and Mr. Jeb 
F. Halsey, Mr. Longacre, and Dr. Beecher, of Boston. 

General Agency. 

The Rev. H. Malcom having resigned, Rev. Geo. Boyd 
was appninted General Agent. and commenced his lalours 
on the first of January. During the year, twelve other 
agents have been employed by the board; who have tabour- 
ed in more than 16 of the United States, to collect funds, 
and disseminate information ; and these efforts have been 
instrumental in awakening attention to the subject of Sun- 
day Schools, and the formation of 8 number of Unions, 
some of which have become Auxiliary to the ParentSociety. 

Subscriptions and Donatigns. 

The amount of Life and annual subscriptions and dona- 
tions to the General fund received during the year, princi- 
pally through the General and other agents is $3,342, 07 
to which if we add $760, 53 received in the Missionary 
fund, and $15,381, 94 received for the buildings, the to- 
tal of Donations, made to the Society in the fairth year 
is 19,484 dollars. 

General View. 

The number of auxiliaries to this society at their last re- 
port was 3 2; during the year 59 have been added, 2 have 
withdrawn, 5 have been dissolved, 20 have been united 
with county unions, leaving the present number 394.— 
These auxiliaries have under their care 3,760 schools, 
32.306 ieachers, and 259,656 scholars, shewing an in- 
crease of $2 auxiliaries, 1,160 schools, $,499 teachers, and 
85,465 scholars. 

Ifthe increase of schools not auxiliary to this Society, 
has been in the same ratio during two years past, the total 
numer of children receiving Sabbath school instruction ta 
the United States may be estimated at 345,000, or about 


one seventh of that portion of our population which is be- | 


tween the ages of 5 and 15 years. 

The most recent accountsfrom foreign countries enable 
the board to estimate the present number of Sunday Schol- 
ars in the world at one million, three hundred and fifty 
thousand. 

Publications.—The Society has issued during the 4th 
year 1,462,560 publications; making 5,212,309 since the 
commencement of the Society. 

Good Fruits. 

The Board regret that very few of the reports received 
from auxiliaries mention the nuinber of teachers and schol- 
ars who have made a profession of religion in the past 
year; the number of the former actually reported is 1,269 ,& 
of the latter 909, which being added to those before re 
ported, uiakes 7,099; but this, itis believed, is not one 
fourth of the teachers and pupils, who, after their connex- 
jon with sabbath schools, have been taught by the Holy 
Spirit, and publicly profess their faith inthe Lord Jesus 
Christ. ‘ These,” says the report in conclusion, “ are the 
iruits of Sunday Schools, for which the Christian offers 
his grateful thanks; these are trophies of that victory 
over the world, the flesh, and the devil, which excite the 
envy, hatred and opposition of the wicked, but are the song 
of praise and thanksgiving of all the redeemed, and swell 
the notes of joy among the angels of heaven.”

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian church, with 
delegates from the ecclesiastical bodies of the N. England 
States, and from the Dutch Reformed and German Reform- 
ed Churches, met at Philadelphia May 15th, and is proba- 
bly still im sesston. The Mame General Conference was 
represented for the first time. Rev. Dr. Herron of Pitts- 
burg opened the sessions with a sermon, from 1 Tim. 4. 16 
The Rev. Dr. Ely of Philadelphia was chosen Moderator, 
having 77 votes. The Rev Mr. Beman, of Troy, had 45, 
and Rev. Dr. Rice, of Va.9. Much time has been spent 
in disposing of the regular business of this numerous body. 
For the present, we only gather from the Philadelphian 4 
few particulars of more special interest. 

Day of Prayer.—Weduesday, the 2st, was set apart to 
be observed as a day of thanksgiving, humiliation and 
prayer ; the members, and their visiting brethren, assem- 
bled in the sessiga room in the forenoon, for prayer and 
exhortation. In the afternoon a public meeting was held, 
the exercises being of thesamekind. In the evening, meet- 
ings were heldin different churches, under the direction of 
their pastors. 

French Protestants.—A committee of five was appoint- 
ed to deliberate on the propriety of opening a correspon- 
dence with the Protestants of France, & to report a draft of 
a letter for that purpose, if they shall consider it expedient 

On Monday evening, the annual Missionary Sermon was 
delivered vy the Rev. Mr. Nevins, of Baltimore. 

Board of Missions—A question of great interest thro’ 
the country is bewore the Assembly. Jt 1s onan application 
from the Board of Missions, for an improved organization 
of their Lody, to enable them to extend their operations.— 
The object is,to direct Foreign and Domestic Missions 
by a Board appointed by the General Assembly, in prefer- 
ence to the Ameriean Board and the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. 

Reports were received from the Board of Missions ; 
from the Directors of Princeton Seminary, and the Trus 
tees of the same; also fromthe Union and Western Theo- 
cal -eminasies. 


State of Religion.—The Presbyterial reports and those

from corresponding bodies, are unusually full of interest.— 
No partieulars have yet come to hand; except that a eor- 
respondent of the N. ¥. Observer mentions the report by 
the delegates from New-Hampshire. It appeared that ma- 
ny and large portions of that State had been visited byw the 
gracious influences of the Holy Spirit. About 1200 had 
been added to the churches, and about 1200 more were reck- 
oned among the fruits of the revivals within the year.

Directors, and an Executive Committee of 9. Hon. Ste- 
phen Van Rensselaer, is President; John Stearns, M. D. 
Rec. Sec’y.; Mr. Acthur Tappan, Treas.; Lewis Tappan, 
Dr. John Stearns, Dr. D. M. Reese, John Crisceom, L.L. 
D., Dr. J. C. Bliss, Flijah Pierson, Rev. M. Bruen, J. 
H. Hill, B. Badger, Executive Committee.—We are in- 
furmed that the Hon. T. Frelinghuysen, of Newark, N 
J. is elected Corr. Sec’y; we have not learned whether 
he willaceept. The Vice Presidents are taken from 9 
different denominations; the Directors from 6; the Ex. 
Com. from 6. 


CONSTITUTION. 

article 1. This Society shal) be denominated “* Tar 
Grsexat Unton, FoR PRomMoTING THE ORSERV- 
ANCE oF THE CuristiaN Savparn.” 

Article 2. It shall consist, indiseriminately, of the 
friends of morality and religion, of all denominations,who 
may choose to combine their influence for the promotion 
of this interesting object. 

Article 3. As the weapons of the Christian warfare 











are not carnal, but spiritual, the means employed by this 
Society for effecting their design, shail be exclusively the 
influence of personal examp!e and persuasion, with argu- 
ments drawn from the oracles of God, from the existing 


| laws of our country, and appeals te the consciences and 


hearts of men. 

Article 4. The Union shall annually elect a Board of 
Directors, consisting of a President, Vice President, a 
Corresponding Secretary, a Reeording Secretary, a Treas- 
urer, and at least twenty-four Managers, eight of whom 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Article 5. The Board of Directors shal! annually elect 
an Executive Committee, to consist of not less than five, 
nor more than nine members, who shal! conduct the busi- 
ness of the Society, and make an annual Report to the So- 
ciety of their proceedings. The Board shall have power to 
fill vacancies which may occur in the list of Officers or 
in the Executive Committee. 

Article6. Any person may become a member of this 
Union by subseribing the Constitution and signing the fol- 
lowing pledge, viz: 

** We, whose names are undersigned, do hereby ac- 
knowledge our obligation to keep the Sabbath according to 
the Seriptures; and we pledge ourselves toeach other and 
to the Christian public to refrain from all secular employ- 
ments on that day; from travelling in steam-!oats, stages, 
canal-boats,or otherwise, except in Cases of necessity or 
mercy,and to aim at discharging the duties of that sacred 
day; and alsothat we will, as circumstances admit, en- 
courage and give a preference to those lines of conveyance 
whose owners do not employ them on the Sabbath.’’ 

Article 7. Any Society formed for promoting the 
sanctification of the Sabbath may become Auxiliary to this 
Union by sending to the Corresponding Secretary a copy 
of its Constitution and Annual Reports. 

Article 8. ‘The officers of each Auntlidtty shall be, ex- 
officio, Directors; and the memters of each Auxiliary 
shall be recognized as members of the Parent Institution, 
and entitled to deliberate and vote in the transactions of 
its concerns. 

Article9. This Society shal! hold its annual meeting in 
the city of New-York on the tuesday immediately preced- 
ing the second Thursday in May, at 10 o'clock, A. M. and 
no alteration shall be made in its Constitution except at an- 
nual meeting, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present.

We invite the special attention of our readers to such a 
portion of their Report, as we are able to publish in this 
paper. Their missionary, while he is an object of special 
interest to the society, needs the prayers of all the friends 
of missions.

Twelfth Annual Report of the Boston Female Society 
for the Promotion of Christianity among the Jews. 
[Abridged for the Recorder.} 

Lapirs,—The past year is the first in which the Society 
has been favoured with a Missionary ; and your Committee 
have watched the movements of Providence in regard to 
him and the Jews, with no common interest We arenot 
always to jadge of the utility of an enterprise by its com- 
mencement: nor should we Le greatly elated or depressed 
by any encouraging or discouraging circumstances which 
may attend its first operation. 

Your Missionary was sent out in troublesome times; yet 
we know not buthe has as successfully prosecuted his 
preparatory studies, as though all had been quet. From 
his journal we learn thathe has been constantly exerting 
an influence favourable to Christianity, upon Jews and 
others, by personal intercourse, and by circulating the 
Scriptures and religious tracts; and he every where ex- 
presses his opinion, that, had the Jews nothing to fear 
from their brethren, or from Turkish despotism, the Mis- 
sionary and the Bible would find easy access to their hearts, 
and converts would be multiplied. 

It will be recollected, that in our last report we gave the 


reasons, why Mr. Brewer proceeded to Constantinople | 


rather than to Palestine. They were briefly, the unsettled 
political affairs in Syria, and the important movements 
among the Jewsat Constantinople, and greater facilities 
for acquiring the language most in use among the Jews 

In acommunication to the first Directress from Constan- 
tinople under date of September 3d, we have an interesting 
account of the three Jews who were baptised at their earn- 
est request, by Mr. Leeves, and who were afterwards im- 
prisoned by the Turks. After a confinement of several 
months, with the most cruel treatment, one of them could 
bear no more, and said, **a Jew he was born and a Jew he 
would die;”’ the other two at the latest accounts remained 
steadfast, though the term of three years had been added 
to their confinement. Their answer to a letter of inquiry 
concerning their faith, addressed to them in prison by the 
Rev. Mr. Leeves, Mr. Brewer says ‘* was such as would 
have been worthy, [had almost said, of primitive Chris- 
tianity. fam sure that no une who longs for the salvation 
of Israel could listen to he simple and energetic and affec- 
tionate language in which it was dictated, without feeling 
all hos christian sensibilities stirred within him. They bless 
God who has called them tothe saving knowledge of his 
Son, and desire henceforth, if called thereto, to renounce 
father and mother and all for Christ.”” Of the one return- 
ed to Judasin,, he remarks, “having gone thus far, it is 




















according to human probability that he will sacrifice con- 
science to his perhaps not ill founded apprehensions of 
still more violent persecution from his breilren. Sail it 
is possible that “ smote by that eye”? which moved one of 
old totears ofcontrition, he may be humibied with hun to 
deep and sincere contrition : this doubtless will be the 
prayer of your Society and of all who like them are wait- 
ing for the consolation of Israel. 

[Important information concerning the Jews, deferred till 
next week 

Owing ii disturbed state of the Turkish empire, Mr. 
Brewer left. Constantinopiein September tor Syra, an is- 
land favourably situated in the Archipelago, for communi- 
cating with Malta and Smyrna. In reference to Constan- 
tinople, he remarks, ‘* when the gospel is to have free course 
among the Jews of this city, and of the Levant, we cannot 
certainly know. Great changes in the condition of the 
Turkish empire, wherein are so many thousands of their 
people, as well as in the land of their fathers, are beyond 
all doubt athard. Up tothe present time also,our tracts 
and the New Testament have been continually getting in- 
tocirculation. Twodays since, white walking in Seatari, 
1 gave away a tract to a Jew, who saluted us in a friendly 
manner. Onmy return, aconsiderabie number called out 
as I passed, and requested Heirew books. ; 

«* Not long ago, likewise, one of the Jews was met in 
the street, who shared at first in the confinement with those 
who had been haptized. He repeated what had often been 
attested, that there were several hundred of his sentiments 
secretiy convinced that Jesus is the Messiah. Let not 
then, my respected patrons, and other friends of the people 
of israel, dispair of their approaching deliverance. ‘The 
clouds which momentarily darken the morning horizon, 
cannot long de:ay the approach of the millennial day. How 
delightiul will be the period, when from the rising of the 
sun to where he goeth down, ineense and a pure offering 
shall ascend from Jewish as well as Gentile altars. Even 
now, indeed, I dou3i not that from the place of confine- 
ment of our brethren beneath the hill,the sighing of the 
prisoner comes up with acceptance Lefore theLord ot Hosts.” 

From this and otter parts of the journal, it appease that 
our Missionary is not disheartened; and surely if he is 
strong amid the heat and Lurden of the day, Ais patrons at 
home will not faint or grow weary. Your Committee are 
happy to learn, that several American travellers bear fa- 
vorable testimony of Mr. Brewer—especially Dr. Howe, 
ourphiianthropie citizen who has so nobly espoused the 
Greek cause, speaks of him as qualified for great usetul- 
ness: we have increasing reason to believe he is one chos- 
en of the Lord to bear giad tidings to the lost house of 
Israel. 

Your Committee are happy to say, that Mr. Schaufller, 
from Germany, who isnow a member of the Theological 
Semmary at Andover, continues to rise in the good opinion 
of the Professors and of his fellow students ; and we have 
reason to teheve, that by his future missionary labours, we 
shall be repaid au hundred fold for the aid which we have, 
or may afford him in prosecuting his studies. 

{The Committee bere quote from Missionary journals, 
encouraging intelligence respecting the Jews from several 
countries in Europe, especialiv Poland, Prussia and Ger- 
many. Some are instances of deplorable ignorance; oth- 
They add, 
** Ought not this spirit of inquiry to stimulate us to continu- 
ed perseverance and excite more ardent desires to send forth 
another herald of salvation ?’—After presenting several 
animating motives for prayer and effort in behalf of Israel, 
and recommending the London Jewish Expositor, the Re- 
port closes iihe following manner:]

We would gratefully mention the aceesion of several

Treasurer's Account.—The receipts of the year are

Home Missionary Society, to carry this ‘System’ into 
effect. Two Ministerial Associations only, the Norfolk 
and Old Colony, have yet officially notified their adoption 
of the “ System’’ though others have resolved to adopt it 

The Report then gives a comprehensive view of the pre- 
sent state of all the feeble churehes and wasie places,under 
the patronage of the Society. Fro-: this, it appears that 
SIXTY churches and parishes have been assisted in various 
Proportions in the course of the year. One of these is in 
New-Hampshire—eighteen are in Maine, and forty-one in 
Massachusetts. More than thirteen years’ labor has been 
performed by nearly sixty missionaries, for which this So- 
ciety has made itself responsible. Indeed, in these places 
with scarcely an exception, the preaching of the Word, 
could not have been sustained at all, but for this assistance, 
and in effect more than fifty years labor has been accom- 
plished by the Society's instrumentality.

few exceptions, these churches are gaining 
Some that were on the list of beneficiaries last 
year, have required no further aid. But new applications 
reach the Committee at every quarterly meeting, either 
from long decaying churches in which but a spark of life 
remains; or from churches newly organized for the defence 
of “ the faith once delivered to the saints.”

Regret is expressed, that during the past year the Com- 








mittee have been able to remit nothing to the treasury of 
the American Home Missionary Society, to which they be- 
came auxiliary last June, and that from al! other sources | 
in the state, less than a thousand dollars should have been 
supplied to that noble national institution, during the same 
term. They have however the satisfaction yet left. them, 
of anticipating the time when they shail become an efli- 
cient auxiliary inthe great work of diffusing the savor of 
Evangelical instruction over the whole length and breadth 
of the land. 

The Treasury. —The amount received during the year 
ending on the 9th inst., is $4363,29; balance in hand on 
the last settlement $1215,07; Total, $5578,36. The pay- 
ments have been $-1465,41; leaving a balance now in hand 
of $1112,95. This balance, it is feared, will not be suf- 
ficient to meet existing demands. The receipts of the last

He said, I. The truth 
of this position appears, 1, in the slow progress 
of sanctification in the hearts of believers; 2, in 
the slow progress and speedy termination of re- 
vivals; 3,in the declensions which often follow 
revivals.—II. How shall we account for this fact? 
Not, surely, by referring it solely to the sove- 
reignty of God: for no christian can make this 
plea for the low state of grace in his own heart;

PRESIDENT OF AMHERST COLLEGE, 
Before the Am. Tract Society. 

I find, Mr. President, on revisiting this grow- 
ing metropolis, after an interval of ten years, 
that a new family, of a most extraordinary and 
interesting character, has here risen up, to bless 
not only the city, but the nation and the world.

4th, ‘That the aitention of the board of excise 
to the objects of this meeting, be respectfully so- 
licited. 

‘The 5th appoints a Committee, to lay the pro- 
ceedings before the board of excise. 

The correspondent, who sept the proceedings 
to the Recorder, says, “they add another to the 
accumulation of facts already before the world— 
which settled the point months ago—that public 
opinion stands ready at a moment’s warning to 
march against the common cestroyer. Only let 
the word of command be given, and nothing on 
earth can withstand the rush of its onset.”
